“medicine man.’’ 

Kelowna—Grizzly Bear. 

Penticton—Place where water passes 
beyontj. 

Keremeos-—Beautiful stream cross¬ 
ing flats. 

Osoyoos—Narrows between lakes. 

Simllkameen—Gold eagle valley. 

Kickwillie—Road -winding down¬ 
ward.—Enderby Commoner.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT

Another triumph for co-operative 
marketing was registered last week, 
when 85 farmers near Czar and Pro¬ 
vost combined in a pool to ship a car¬ 
load of live poultry, by freight, to the 
poultry marketing plant at Edmonton. 
The car contained 108 crates of birds, 
or approximately 2600 head," the 
weight being 9,841 lbs. The freight 
bill on the entire car was $111.90. If 
this stuff had been shipped in the or¬ 
dinary way by express, by individual 
farmers, the bill would have been 
$315.05| Thus a saving of $203.15 wan 
erected, or about 2 cents a lb. on the 
poultry. The poultry was shipped in 
an open livestock car in regular poul¬ 
try crates and arrived in excellent con- 
ditionz The poultry was handled by 
the poultry marketing service of the 
provincial government with the 
Dominion government poultry offi¬ 
cials co-operating.

ALBERTA SEED FAIR 


WANTED

Dr. Lawson of Los Angelos a pro¬ 
minent lecturer on health and dictics, 
gave an address in the city of Leth¬ 
bridge recently and the Herald says 
he startled his audience by declaring 
that “there is more harm being done 
through the candy shops of the coun¬ 
try than the bootleggers. Continuing 
he said, “there are more people walk¬ 
ing the streets of Lethbridge today 
with a distillery inside of them than 
the revenue officers are aware of it. 
It is caused by the fermentation of 
sugar, too much sugar, syrup, soft 
drinks, candies, all make their own 
alcohol, and the process of fermentar 
tion is not set up until it reaches the 
stomach.” 

Disease, saittthe doctor, was caused 
by bad habits, and no medicine or 
manipulations by drugless healers 
could cure. The cure rested with the 
patient. Nature does the curing pro¬ 
viding the patient stands on his own 
feet and does the right kind of think¬ 
ing. 

“Millions now living will never die,” 
was a quotation given by the speaker. 
“You have heard that before. Here is 
another: “There are millions now liv¬ 
ing who do not know they are dead. v 
It is because they do not know how to 
^se their food, and they wonder why 
the brain does not function right. The 
business man wonders why he has lost 
his pep.

The fact is they were dead long before 


Arrangements are now being made 
for the annual provincial seed fair, 
and a convention of seed growers of 
the province to be held during the 
U.F.A. Convention in Edmonton the 
week of January 16 to 20. Entries for 
the seed fair are to be in not later 
than January 10. A new feature this 
year will be the boys and girls sec¬ 
tion, in which prises will be offered to 
boys and girls who have won first or 
second prizes in the school fairs dur¬ 
ing this year. Prizes will be offered 
to these, in wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
sunflowers, corn, alfalfa. Prizes will 
also be offered for collections of 
noxious weeds, to boys and girls not 
over 17 year of age, the samples to be 
properly mounted and named. /Thdre 
will also be prizes for essays of 300 
words, on weed control and eradica¬ 
tion. In addition to this there will be 
a grain judging competition open to 
teams of three each of the second year 
boys in the agricultural schools. On 
the last day of the fair there will be 
an auction sale of seed grain sold, off 
sample. 

At the seed fair the formation of a 
provincial seed growers’ organization 
for the handling of registered seed 
will be considered. A program is also 
being arranged of addresses on all 
phases of agriculture, chiefly on field 
husbandry and an effort is being made 
to secure authorities on seed grain 
from outside the province. 

The exhibition of seed will be open 1 
during the week to the public, and the 
judging will be done before the show 
is opened. The department has re¬ 
served the right to retain, for exhibit 
purposes, all premium grains on which 
first, second and third prizes have 
been won, on th understanding that 
the samples will bear the name of the 
exhibitor and the score card. 


[ tern of government inspection and 
grading. The wisdom of this action 
is shown in a report of the summer’s 
work recently submitted by C. Mark¬ 
er, provincial dairy commissioner, to 
Hon. Geo. Hoadlcy, minister of agri¬ 
culture. . 

As compared with 1921, there has 
been improvement both in the quan¬ 
tity of butter manufactured'and also, 
in the quality of the prodjuct, thus 
bearing out the argument advanced 
for the passing of last session’s dairy 
legislation. Mr. Martcer, in his report 
says: 

"There has been gratifying im¬ 
provement in the average quality of 
our creamery butter during the five 
months under review over that of the 
corresponding period of 1921. In or¬ 
der to obtain a basis for comparison, 
a summary has been made of the clas¬ 
sification of the butter handled 
through the provincial butter grading 
stations at Edmonton and Calgary 
during the periods in question. The 
butter so graded represented approxi¬ 
mately 60 per cent, of the total cream¬ 
ery butter produced and may with fa¬ 
cility be taken as an index of the com¬ 
parative quality of the whole produc-

GRAIN SHIPMENTS 


VULCAN 


During October 2,381 cars of wheat, 
totalling 3,095,300 bushels, passed 
through Calgary. 

Alberta is shipping more wheat 
through Calgary at present than at 
any other period in the history of 
agriculture in this province, according 
to figures of car inspections compiled 
by George Hill, Dominion grain in¬ 
spector. 

October has eclipsed all records of 
wheat inspections in the same month 
in other years, although the month is 
not over yet.» Saturday, October 21, 
saw the largest shipment of wheat 
passing through Calgary that ever has 
been handled here in one day, when 
212 cars were inspected, making 276,- 
600 bushels, estimated at the rate of 
1300 bushels a car. 

In October, 1921, only 675 cars, or 
854,100 bushels of wheat were inspect¬ 
ed. In other years October’s figures 
were considerably larger than 1921, 
but none of them approached the mark 
that has been made up to the present 
this year. 


CONTROL OF LIQUOR 


Details of thp proposed government 
liquor control bill, which the Modera¬ 
tion League will present to the Mani¬ 
toba legislature, backed up by peti¬ 
tions, and on which it is expected that 
a referendum will be taken early next 
summer, are announced. 

It is proposed that a commission, of 
three members should administer the 
act, and that adults living in the prov¬ 
ince and tourists should be entitled to 
purchase liquor on producion of a per¬ 
mit which would cost $1.00 and in such 
quantities as the commission should 
determine. Local option areas, in 
which there should be no government 
store, are made possible: 

There would be no drinking legally 
in public places, and no provision is 
made for sale in taverns or restaur¬ 
ants as in Quebec province. It is pro¬ 
vided that beer might be purchased 
direct from the breweries on produc¬ 
tion of the 'purchaser's permit 

One half of the profits earned un¬ 
der the proposed act would go to the 
province and the balance to the muni¬ 
cipalities, “in accordance with their 
assessment.”
